Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 4/8/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue that "Ms. Squier's Declaration filed November 22, 2004, must be 
considered as evidence of the proper construction of the term "cold glue adhesive" in the present 
claims. When properly considered, Ms. Squier's Declaration renders the presently claimed 
invention patentable over the rejections based on US * 123 and US ' 123 in view of US '640." The 
declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 132 filed November 22, 2004 is insufficient to overcome the 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) rejection of claims 1-7, 10-21 and 27 as anticipated by Swan et al. (US Patent 
4,965,123) and the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of claims 8, 9, 22, 23, 28 and 29 over Swan et al. 
(U.S. Patent 4,965,123) in view of Marotta et al. (U.S. Patent 5,888,640) as set forth in the last 
Office action because: the declaration fails to set forth facts. The declaration provides opinion 
evidence and is found to have little value because of a lack of any factual support. See MPEP 
716.01(c). Therefore, the 35 U.S.C. 102(b) rejection of claims 1-7, 10-21 and 27 as anticipated by 
Swan et al. (US Patent 4,965,123) and the 35 U.S.C 103(a) rejection of claims 8, 9, 22, 23, 28 
and 29 over Swan et al. (U.S. Patent 4,965,123) in view of Marotta et al. (U.S. Patent 5,888,640) 
stands.
